gress, a new tax bill is likely to com e up 
tor debate. And w hen it does, some of tjie 
n a tio n ’s tax students th in k the law m ak ers 
ought to w orry about m o re th an how much 
m oney a tax law' w ill pull in. 
A recent scholarly tax study rem inds us 
that, besides bringing in 
revenue., taxes 
h ave broad economic effects. They change 
the h abits of businessm en. They affect the 
g row th prospects of individual companies. 
T hey encourage or discourage incentive. 
T ak e inst one of these— the grow th 
of 
p artic u la r 
businesses. 
T h e 
tax 
experts 
agree that under our present federal rev e­ 
n u e stru c tu re it is ex trem ely difficult for 
a sm all corporation to grow. Basic co rp o r­ 
ation incom e taxes are high, 
but 
m ore 
severely handicapping is the excess profits 
tax. 
T h at tax is founded on th e largely false 
assum ption that every corporation which 
m ad e m ore m oney after K orea than before 
is reap in g “ w ar p rofits” and 
should 
be 
penalized for this ex tra gain. 
Young businesses w hose period of e x ­ 
pansion coincides w ith his span are c a re ­ 
lessly lum ped with older firm s which real­ 
ly are benefitting from w'ar. The growing 
outfits cannot pile up th e funds they need 
for n ew plants, and they can ’t attract o u t­ 
side capital because of th e d am per put on 
their earning outlook. 
T h ere are other m ore technical features 
of the tax law w hich help to restrict an e x ­ 
pan d in g business. T hey assure that small 
business will stay small. 
S m all business has m an y avowed friends 
in Congress. Mostly they profess to be con­ 
cerned w ith preventing little corporations 
from being squeezed by th e big ones. But 
the tax law squeezes th em 
hard er 
than 
any ruthless industrial giant. It assures, in 
the view of im partial tax experts, th a t the 
big com panies will be th e only ones w ith

resources 
neded 
to 
keep 
grow ing.

A fairly com mon source of fears ol this 
k ind is one w'hieh parents often h a v e 'd if- 
ficulty in finding out about or even u n ­ 
d ersta n d in g w hen they do.

petting, affection, or attention from the 
p aren ts, another child m ay develop a fear 
th a t he is adopted oi is not w anted in the 
fam ily group.

Expenditures in 1951

This represented 29 per cent of 
ali the money spent per family 
in the city’s retail stores in the 
year. It was more than families 
elsewhere in the United States al­ 
lotted for food. The national av­ 
erage was 24 per cent of the dol­ 
lar. In the East 
North 
Central 
States it was 23 per cent and in 
Michigan, 24 per cent. 
The food stores in Escanaba did 
business in the amount of $6,- 
638,000 in 1951, a gain over the 
$5,507,000 of the 
previous 
y e a r . 
The increase, only partially due 
to inflation, is attributed to bet­ 
ter earnings. With larger incomes 
people treat their stomachs more 
luxuriously. As a result, the per 
family food figure has come to be 
an index of economic well-being. 
The local consumption of vic­ 
tuals, $1,440 per family, was more 
than was recorded throughout the 
country generally. 
The national 
average was $815 per family. In 
the East North Central States it 
was $843 and in Michigan, $975. 
Healthy conditions 
were 
also 
found in Escanaba in the other 
classes of retail business covered 
by the survey. The local sales of 
cars and parts, farm machinery, 
boats and the like came to $3,- 
061.000, accounting for 13 per cent 
of each retail dollar.

Electric boards which light up 
when the “right” answer is match­ 
ed with a 
question, 
and 
felt 
boards illustrating subject materi­ 
al studied, are being made for 
them. 
The teachers in the schools are 
making these boards, and are sav­ 
ing the school two-thirds of the 
normal retail cost of the visual 
aids. 
Will Make 60 Boards 
Louis B. Diedrich, a filth grade 
Webster instructor, came up with 
the idea for the project during the 
teachers’ 
pre-school 
conference 
here in September. 
Diedrich, a graduate of North 
em Michigan College of Educa­ 
tion in Marquette, volunteered to 
help teachers make the electric 
and felt boards. The idea caught 
on, and the Escanaba teachers’ 
visual aid committee, under chair­ 
manship of Don Ickes, began to 
work on the project. 
Teachers have been gathering 
evenings 
and 
on 
Saturdays to 
work on the boards. They plan to 
make 4U felt boards and 2U elec­ 
tric boards. The electric boards, 
which retail for about $12 will cost 
about $4 and the 
felt 
boards, 
which have a retail price tag of 
$11, will cost about SI.50 plus the 
cost of the plywood. 
Vary In Size 
Teachers cut, sand and varnish 
plywood 
“throwouts” 
purchased 
from a local mill. For Electric 
boards, metal clips, which cost 35 
cents for a box of a hundred, are 
inserted in holes drilled in the 
plywood. These clips serve as con­ 
tacts for 96 electrical connections 
made on the back of the board.

“We’re not going in for push­ 
button teaching,” Diedrich points 
out, adding that teachers still have 
to do “just as much actual teach­ 
ing” as before. However, some stu­ 
dents can’t get interested in mul­ 
tiplication tables in books or on 
class papers. But they usually are 
fascinated by a board that lights 
up when the right answer is se­ 
lected. They learn while “playing 
with the board.” 
Used In All Grades 
Also being considered for use 
in the classrooms, and which also 
can be made by the teachers, are 
maps of the United 
States 
on 
which topographical features are 


raised, varying levels, and colored 
to indicate mountains,

plains etc. By arranging electrical 
connections, teachers can set the 
board so it will light up when stu­ 
dents select correct capitals, loca­ 
tion, or land level.

But this time there are signs 
that price decreases in commodi­ 
ties in all parts of the world may
